chisels, and knives made of sharp 
stone ,ome chisel-is of tempered cop- 
per. He also found in the mound many 
arrowheads; one of which had never 
been finished for the maker of it, ev- 
idently discarded it after the first 


shavings had been taken off, Mr. Pith- | 


er also showed us alarge silver medal 
which had been presented by King 
George the Third, and which is now 
worn, thin, but very 
years.

the owner, who evidently prized his 
severeign’s medal highly enuugh to 
have it buried with him.
